OF SHADE TREES 


Oomplaints 
Against 
Careless 
Drivers More Numerous and 
Vigorous This Year. 


TREES BARKED BY HORSES 


All Around Town Cause Destruc­ 
tion of Shade and Beauty on 
Sidewalks.

Nothing adds more to the beauty of 
a street than shade trees on the side­ 
walks. 
East Liverpool residents are 
justly proud of their pretty streets, 
and householders have in many cases 
gone to great trouble and considerable 
expense to make the sidewalks in front 
of their properties neat and attract­ 
ive. 
, 
Much has been said recently about 
the stealing of flowers from the sub­ 
urban residences, but the destruction 
of shade trees is, lf anything, an even 
greater nuisance. 
This 
year 
com­ 
plaints about this have been more than 
usually numerous and vigorous, chiefly 
because the destruction of shade trees 
has been on a larger scale than in any 
former year. 
The complaints are addressed main­ 
ly against the drivers of grocery wag­ 
ons, meat wagons, ice wagons, laun­ 
dry wagons, buggies, etc., who, when 
making calls, either hitch their horses 
to a tree or leave them free so that 
in either case the horses can chew 
and gnaw the bark of every tree in the 
neighborhood. 
A gentleman who takes considerable 
pride in the appearance of his home 
had three Ane trees in front of his 
door. This was a year ago. Careless 
drivers allowed their horses to gnaw 
the bark off and all three trees died. 
The property owner said he would not 
have taken $100 for the trees, not be­ 
cause they were worth that, but be­ 
cause he thought 
they were worth 
that to him. He secured three other 
trees and planted them instead. 
A 
week or two ago he went out of town 
for a few days and when he came back 
found the new trees had been barked 
and destroyed just as the others had. 
This led him to 
notice 
the 
trees 
around town and he says 
there 
is 
scarcely a tree on the sidewalks any­ 
where that does not show the marks 
of former 
or 
recent barking. 
He 
thinks drivers should be more careful, 
or something should be done to pre­ 
vent such wanton destruction of shade 
trees. Horses should either be hitch­ 
ed away from trees or turned so they 
could not get at them. The new trees 
he had planted were guarded by wire 
fences six or seven feet high, but they 
seemed to afford no protection what­ 
ever. 


At West Point. 
The law requires that a candidate 
for West Point shall be under 22 and 
over 17 years of age; that he shall be 
sound physically and mentally; that he 
shall be at least 5 feet 3 inches in 
height and weigh IOO pounds, and that 
he shall be versed in reading, writing, 
arithmetic, grammar, geography and 
the history of the United States.

American beer-mugs, tankard jugs, 
"growlers,” wine jugs, punch bowls, 
match stands and spittoons in many 
handsome designs and sizes form a 
portion of the products of some Ameri­ 
can potteries that are now finding a 
ready market in England and in some 
of the large cities on the continent. A 
good many of these articles are made 
at a pottery whit h was originally start­ 
ed for the purpose of manufacturing 
coarse stoneware, 
such 
as 
butter 
crocks, jugs and jars. The metal cov­ 
ered mugs and tankards made here are 
fully the equal of the best Imported 
manufactures of the same class both 
in form and ornamentation. Special 
designs and decorations, with suitable 
inscriptions in English and German, 
are made to order. Excellence and ar­ 
tistic merit will insure successful com­ 
petition of these goods with any for­ 
eign wares. A correspondent of “The 
Pottery Gazette” Ludgate Hill, Lon­ 
don, says that “a smart tobacco shop 
in that city is exhibiting a variety of 


tobacco jars, not one of which is of 
English manufacture, and yet every 
one could have been better, and quite 
as cheaply made in England.” A con­ 
signment of tobacco jars to England 
was made a little while ago from New 
York, and we suppose the articles al­ 
luded to are a part of this exportation 
of American manufacture. The tide in 
American wares is slowly but surely 
turning, and it will not be long before 
our exports of pottery ware will show 
up handsomely. There are some ex­ 
hibits of American workmanship in 
both the glass and pottery line to be 
seen at the Paris Exposition, and these 
are sure to open the eyes of Europeans 
to the wonderful progress this country 
ill making along the lines indicated. 
The one thousand pieces of the finest 
specimens of cut glass ware, recently 
exhibited at Cincinnati, are now on ex­ 
hibition at Paris, and are attracting far 
more than ordinary attention. The 
value of the thousand pieces aggregate 
$40,000, some of the Indian vases alone 
being worth $500.

the sovereign state of Ohio could be taken into a court, which was not 
conceded, its dignity was insulted when it was taken into an inferior 
tribunal, that, inasmuch as the courts of the United States had overridden 
this ju st and reasonable contention of the state of Ohio, and it being unwise 
and impolitic to resist the general government, which, through the courts, 
had declared the corporation of the Bank of the United States independent of 
and superior to the legislature and executive of Ohio, therefore it was, in 
fact, an alien and entitled to no sort of recognition by the sovereign whose 
Inherent jurisdiction it repudiated and defied. 
A bill accompanied the report, which was speedily enacted, a summary 
Of its provisions being as follows: 
1. No sheriff or jailer was permitted to receive into his custody any per- 
pon arrested on mesne process, or taken or charged in execution at the suit 
of the bank or its officers, or any person committed for or on account of any 
Offense charged to have been committed upon the property, rights, Interests 
or corporate franchises of the hank. 
2. 
It was declared unlawful for any judge or justice of the peace to 
take legal cognizance of the bank by entertaining suits against debtors, tak­ 
ing acknowledgments or proof thereof, of deeds, mortgages and convey­ 
ances, and the county recorders were forbidden to enter them of record. 
3. 
Notaries public were forbidden to protest any promissory notes cl..* 
iud payable to the bank, or give notice thereof. 
4. Any sheriff violating the act was held responsible on his boud for 
$200 far each offense, to be recovered in an action at law by the par.;/ 
aggrieved. Any judge or justice of the peace violating the law was deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor In office and liable to a fine not exceeding $50u, at 
the discretion of the court, for each offense. Notaries violating the 
mere rem ovable from office. 
5. If the bank should withdraw its suits against the state of Ohio a ’n' 
Its officers and notify the governor and agree to pay a tax of 4 per cent up 
Its dividends, or would agree to withdraw from doing business in the stat', 
leaving only its agents to wind up its affairs, the governor, by proclamatioa 
Was authorized to suspend the operations of the law. 
The bank accepted the alternative of withdrawing from doing business 
th e state and its affairs were wound up. 
In 1816 Hon. John McLean, a member of the Fourteenth congress from 
th e F irst district, resigned to accept the office of supreme judge of Ohio. 
la d General H arrison was elected to the vacancy. He was subsequently 
Elected to the Sixteenth congress from the same district, serving three years in 
th e popular branch of the national legislature. 
On the I6th of December, 1824, he was elected United States senator, 
receiving on the fourth and final ballot GS votes, to 44 for Wyllys Silliman, 3 
ta r Thom as W orthington and 2 for Ethan Allen Brown. 
In 1828 he resigned as senator to accept the position of minister to Co­ 
lom bia tendered him by President John Quincy Adams, and was succeeded 
by Judge Jacob B urnet 
In 1836 he was the head of the Whig party in national politics and w?s 
its candidate for the presidency, but was beaten by Martin Van Buren cf 
Nsw" York. 
In 1840 he was again the Whig candidate and was elected over Martin 
Van Buren, who, because of his anti-slavery views,; lost the support of a 
large portion of his party, who voted for Harrison in preference, 
received the electoral vote of Ohio at both elections.

JACOB BURNET OF HAMILTON COUNTY. 


One of the most brilliant and able of Ohio’s earlier statesmen 
and jurists 
was Judge Jacob Burnet of Hamilton county, and the strongest proof 
of l i ­ 
lies in the fact that while he was the 
type of the political party in a hopeless 
minority during the first 20 years of 
the state’s 
history, 
after 
attaining 
statehood, his commanding ability won 
for him the graceful recognition of his 
political opponents, who conferred on 
him high and worthy honors which 
might, without violating a single pro­ 
priety. have been bestowed elsewhere. 
Judge Burnet belonged to the strait­ 
est sect of the Federal school, while 
those who were in unchallenged con­ 
trol, first of the constitutional conven­ 
tion and later of the state offices and 
legislature, were Jefferson Democrats 
of the most aggressive kind, at war 
with any 
doctrine advocated by the 
Federalists and sleeplessly watchful th at they should not be perm itted to 
Impress their ideas upon the policy of the new state. 
Yet recognizing in him a statesm anship too great to be Influenced by 
party environments, they freely sought his counsel in fram ing the organic 
law, although he was not a member of the convention. He had suggested 
all that was best under the territorial regime, and Kirker, Dunlavy, Morrow. 
Sargent, Massie, Baldwin, Wells and Huntington, while recognizing him as 
an opponent of the organization of the state government at that time, also 
knew that whatever he might advise as to the organic law would be safe and 
wise, nor were they at fault in their estimate. 
Thus it was that a Democratic legislature made him the chief Justice 
of the supreme court with practical unanimity, and his rare erudition added 
to the luster of the earlier jurisprudence of the commonwealth. 
The atistei- 
ities of his political ideas relaxed as tim© passed, and he became one of 
the founders and pillars of the Whig party in the west. 
Judge Burnet was born in Newark, N. J., in 1770, and died at Cin­ 
cinnati in 1853, the foremost citizen of the beautiful city he helped to found, 
and in the growth and greatness of which he took so great an interest. 
He graduated from Princeton with Exalted honors, and read law with 
Judge Boudinot. was admitted (o the bar and entered on the practice of the 
law in his native city. 
In 1796 he turned his face toward the great empire 
of the west, and located in the then straggling village of Cincinnati. 
Here 
he took up the practice and achieved a success up to the anticipations of the 
most enthusiastic youth, and left a name that will always be inseparable 
from the pages which record the history of his adopted state. 
He was one 
of the founders of the Cincinnati college, and both academic and popular 
education never had a more puissant champion. 
The many positions of trust and responsibility conferred upon him by 
his fcllow-citlzcr.3 were discharged with singular fidelity. Caring little, if 
anything, for state and national offices, he devoted the larger portion of his 
life to building up his city; serving the best interests of his many clients, 
and in literary pursuits. 
Without his matchless “Notes On the Early Settle­ 
ment of the Northwest Territory.” the historical writer of the Twentieth 
century would be compelled to grope in darkness during the twilight of the 
eighteenth and the dawn of the nineteenth. 
He was elevated to the supreme bench of the state on the 21st of 
December, 1821, and held the position for the constitutional period of seven 
years. On the 10th of December. 1828, he was elected to the United States 
senate, exchanging the ermine for the toga. 
He was chosen to the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of William Henry Harrison, and retired from the 
office ob the 4th day of March, 1831. 
He enjoyed a distinction so unique and exceptional that it does not 
belong to any other United States senator. 
He was a member of the 
French Academy of Sciences, and made such upon the motion of the Mar­ 
quis de La Fayette, with whom he was on the most intimate social terms. 


THOMAS EWING OF FAIRFIELD COUNTY. 


Among the conspicuous names in Ohio’s earlier history none will shine 
brighter than that of Thomas Ewing. 
In the profession of the law he had 
no peer west of the Apalachian range, 
for almost a half century, and during 
the same period he had no superior 
anywhere in the new world. 
He was a man of massive mould and 
massive mind, and his life in future 
generations will form one of the clas­ 
sics of American history. 
He was not 
only one of the founders of the great 
commonwealth, but tbs m aster work­ 
man who fashioned it from the rich 
but crude elements of the wilderness. 
His hand unlocked 
the 
treasure 
chambers of the almost limitless ma­ 
terial resources of Ohio, and called 
into active co-operation 
the 
sturdy 
brain and muscle of the east and north 
until the hidden delta of the modern 
Factotum 
was 
uncovered, 
bringing 
hither the center of the civilization and 
population of an empire. 
And when the state had grown to 
commanding greatness in the affairs of 
the nation, no man was better fitted to represent it in the cabinet, in the 
senate, 
in the forum and in the highest tribunal than he. 
When Mr. Ewing came into southeastern Ohio, in his boyhood, it was 
a vast wilderness, with no facilities for securing an education, and yet 
while earning a livelihood and helping to clear away the great forests, with 
no teachers except his parents, and with such books as he was able to pur­ 
chase or borrow from pioneer neighbors, he secured an education which 
enabled him to outrank the most distinguished collegians of his day. 
His earlier years were passed in Athens county, but in 1816 he located 
a*, l^aneacic*, j <unield county, and began the practice or law, entering „ 
tic* in 1831. 
On the 4th of March in that year he entered the United 8 . 
senate, having been elected in December pre vious as a Whig, and f * * 
till Man h 4, Ifc37. 
In his late r years he affiliated and acted with the Lr 
cratic party. He 
was appointed to the vacancy caused by 
the resign a t»-j 
of Senator Thomas Corwin in 1851, and served for a brief period. 
In the s*.' ..ate 
he was recognized as a great power, and 
was the au h 
of much ( i f h j important legislation of the period. 
During his last o

“ Lu the-warehouse were a pair of 
magnificent tusks, measuring fully 14 
feet from tip to tip, which in life must 
have been carried by a veritable Go- 
liaIi among elephants. 
The expert in 
showing me these tusks pointed out the 
fact that while one was complete and 
flawless the other was broken off at 
the point and showed deep scratches 
and abrasions throughout its length. 
“ ‘Now.’ said he, ‘if you will look 
near the base you will find a hole 
made by decay that had struck into 
the nerves and given that elephant a 
toothache. 
And think what a tooth 
ache of toothaches a 14 foot tooth must 
have held. In his effort to relieve this 
pain the elephant rubbed his tusk 
against rocks and trees and drove it 
Into the earth, which mutilated it in 
the manner you see here. I have fre­ 
quently come across places where an 
elephant has ripped up great spaces in 
the forest and torn down the trees, and 
I am positive that toothache was the 
cause of this frenzy. 
“ ‘An elephant in a circus going sud­ 
denly mad and killing his keeper is 
not an uncommon thing, but ITI wager 
that in nine eases out of ten if they 
would properly investigate the matter 
they would find that the brute’s sudden 
frenzy sprung from so ordinary a cause 
as common, everyday toothache.’

Complaints 
Against 
Careless 
Drivers More Numerous and 
Vigorous This Year.

TREES BARKED BY HORSES 


All Around Town Cause Destruc­ 
tion of Shade and Beauty on 
Sidewalks. 


ONE

Nothing adds more to the beauty of 
a street than shade trees on the side­ 
walks. 
East Liverpool residents are 
justly proud of their pretty streets, 
and householders have in many eases 
gone to great trouble and considerable 
expense to make the sidewalks in front 
of their properties neat and attract­ 
ive. 
, 
Much has been said recently about 
the stealing of flowers from the sub­ 
urban residences, but the destruction 
of shade trees is, if anything, an even 
greater nuisance. 
This 
year 
com­ 
plaints about this have been more than 
usually numerous and vigorous, chiefly 
because the destruction of shade trees 
has been on a larger scale than in any 
former year. 
The complaints are addressed main­ 
ly against the drivers of grocery wag­ 
ons, meat wagons, ice wagons, laun­ 
dry wagons, buggies, etc., who, when 
making calls, either hitch their horses 
to a tree or leave them free so that 
in either case the horses 
can 
chew 
and gnaw the bark of every tree in the 
neighborhood. 
A gentleman who takes considerable 
pride in the appearance of his home 
had three fine trees in front of his 
door. This was a year ago. Careless 
drivers allowed their horses to gnaw 
the bark off and all three trees died. 
The property owner said he would not 
have taken $100 for the trees, not be­ 
cause they were worth that, but be- 
cuuse he thought 
they were worth 
that to him. 
He secured three other 
trees and planted them instead. 
A 
week or two ago he went out of town 
for a few days and when he came back 
found the new trees had been barked 
and destroyed just as the others had. 
This led him to 
notice 
the 
trees 
around town and he says 
there 
is 
scarcely a tree on the sidewalks any­ 
where that does not show the marks 
of former 
or 
recent barking. 
He 
thinks drivers should be more careful, 
or something should be done to pre 
vent such wanton destruction of shade 
trees. 
Horses should either be hitch­ 
ed away from trees or turned so they 
could not get at them. The new trees 
he had planted were guarded by wire 
fences six or seven feet high, but they 
seemed to afford no protection what­ 
ever. 


American beer-mugs, tankard jugs, 
“growlers," wine jugs, punch bowls, 
match stands and spittoons in many 
handsome designs and sizes form a 
portion of the products of some Ameri­ 
can potteries that are now finding a 
ready market in England and in some 
of the large cities on the continent.

in form and ornamentation. 
Special 
designs and decorations, with suitable 
inscriptions in English and German, 
are made to order. 
Excellence and ar­ 
tistic merit will insure successful com­ 
petition of these goods with any for­ 
eign wares. 
A correspondent of "The 
Pottery Gazette” Ludgate Hill, Lon­ 
don, Hays that "a smart tobacco shop 
in that city is exhibiting a variety of 


tobacco jars, not one of which is of 
English manufacture, and yet every 
one could have been better, and quite 
as cheaply made in England.” 
A con 
signment of tobacco jars to England 
was made a little while ago from New 
York, and we suppose the articles al 
luded to are a part of this exportation 
of American manufacture. 
The tide in 
American wares is slowly but surely 
turning, and it will not be long before 
our exports of pottery ware will show 
up handsomely. 
There are some ex­ 
hibits of American workmanship in 
both the glass and pottery line to be 
seen at the Paris Exposition, and these 
are sure to open the eyes of Europeans 
to the wonderful progress this country 
is making along the lines indicated. 
The one thousand pieces of the finest 
specimens of cut glass ware, recently 
exhibited at Cincinnati, are now on ex­ 
hibition at Paris, and are attracting far 
more than 
ordinary 
attention. 
The 
value of the thousand pieces aggregate 
$40,000, some of the Indian vases alone 
being worth $500.

Drivers Moro Numerous and 
Vigorous This Year. 


TREES BARKED BY HORSES 


All Around Town Cause Destruc­ 
tion of Shade and Beauty on 
Sidewalks.

Nothing adds more to the beauty of 
a street than shade trees on the side­ 
walks. 
East Liverpool residents are 
justly proud of their pretty streets, 
and householders have in many cases 
gone to great trouble and considerable 
expense to make the sidewalks in front 
of their properties neat and attract­ 
ive. 
, 
Much has been said recently about 
the stealing of flowers from the sub­ 
urban residences, but the destruction 
Of shade trees is, if anything, an even 
greater nuisance. 
This 
year 
com­ 
plaints about this have been more than 
usually numerous and vigorous, chiefly 
because the destruction of shade trees 
has been on a larger scale than in any 
former year. 
The complaints are addressed main­ 
ly against the drivers of grocery wag­ 
ons, meat wagons, ice wagons, laun­ 
dry wagons, buggies, etc., who, when 
making calls, either hitch their horses 
to a tree or leave them free so that 
In either case the horses 
can 
chew 
and gnaw the bark of every tree in the 
neighborhood. 
A gentleman who takes considerable 
pride in the appearance of his home 
had three fine trees in front of his 
door. This was a year ago. Careless 
drivers allowed their horses to gnaw 
the bark off and all three trees died. 
The property owner said he would not 
have taken $100 for the trees, not be­ 
cause they were worth that, but be­ 
cause he thought 
they were worth 
that to him. 
He secured three other 
trees and planted them instead. 
A 
week or two ago he went out of town 
for a few days and when he came back 
found the new trees had been barked 
and destroyed just as the others had. 
This led him to 
notice 
the 
trees 
around town and he says 
there 
is 
scarcely a tree on the sidewalks any­ 
where that does not show the marks 
of former 
or 
recent barking. 
He 
thinks drivers should be more careful, 
or something should be done to pre­ 
vent such wanton destruction of shade 
trees. Horses should either be hitch­ 
ed away from trees or turned so they 
could not get at them. The new trees 
he had planted were guarded by wire 
fences six or seven feet high, but they 
seemed to afford no protection what­ 
ever.

petition of these goods with any for­ 
eign wares. 
A correspondent of “The 
Pottery Gazette” Ludgate Hill, Lon­ 
don, says that “a sm art tobacco shop 
in that city is exhibiting a variety of 


tobacco jars, not one of which is of 
English manufacture, and yet every 
one could have been better, and quite 
as cheaply made in England.” A con 
signment of tobacco jars to England 
was made a little while ago from New 
York, and we suppose the articles al­ 
luded to are a part of this exportation 
of American manufacture. 
The tide in 
American wares is slowly but surely 
turning, and it will not be long before 
our exports of pottery ware will show 
up handsomely. 
There are some ex­ 
hibits of American workmanship in 
both the glass and pottery line to be 
seen at the Paris Exposition, and these 
are sure to open the eyes of Europeans 
to the wonderful progress this country 
iii making along the lines indicated. 
The one thousand pieces of the finest 
specimens of cut glass ware, recently 
exhibited at Cincinnati, are now on ex­ 
hibition at Paris, and are attracting far 
more than ordinary 
attention. 
The 
value of the thousand pieces aggregate 
$40,000, some of the Indian vases alone 
being worth $500.

act merely as an incentive to disorder. 
Minister Wu brought these representa­ 
tions to the attention ot .Secretary Hay, 
Who consulted the president. 
The latter’s decision, as subsequently 
conveyed to the minister, was that 
while the assurance of the viceroy’s for 
continued quiet was fully appreciated, 
the United States could not bind itself 
not to send its forces to points where 
disorder actually existed and where the 
safety of our oflicials and citizens was 
endangered. 
Technically speaking, in 
the absence of a state of war this was 
not a proposition of armistice, but high 
government officials said it amounted 
practically to an offer of armistice and a 
refusal on the part of fchb United States 
to make the a r r a n g e m e n t.

It con­ 
tains interlineations in the handwriting 
of Senator Eoraker and others 
“It contains an extract from the mes­ 
sage of the president of the United 
States proclaiming the policy of the Re­ 
publican luirty in the m atter of the gov­ 
ernment of the islands. 
It contains a 
plank distinctly proclaiming the policy 
of the Republican imrty in the matter of 
legislation in reference to our island 
possessions, in the words I gave in my 
letter to the New York Journal. It con­ 
tains a direct approval of the policy of 
legislation in favor of the merchant ma­ 
rine of the country, all of which is 
omitted from Mr. Qnigg’s platform. 
“ I have read the statement of Sena­ 
tor Fairbanks, which does not say any­ 
thing.

has been most advanced in price on pre­ 
dictions of a dividend disbursement, 
aud whispers were current Monday that 
the declaration of the dividend would 
be at least deferred. 
The stock suffered 
to the exteut of four points at the low­ 
est level. 
Brooklyn Transit sold to 49, 
which was 2?8 below Saturday’s level.' 
In sympathy with this acute weaknesa 
the whole market sold off, and appar­ 
ently the liquidation of last week was 
renewed in iorce. 
But the market gave evidence later of 
being oversold, and the bears began to 
absorb stocks to cover their short con­ 
tracts 
The result was a general recovery of 
the earlier losses. 
But there was noth­ 
ing like demoralization amongst the 
bears, the covering movement being 
conducted in a well ordered manner. 
The bulls attempted to extend th© adl 
vanee, bur prices had not risen more 
than a fraction above Saturday night’s 
level except in Brooklyn Transit, when 
the demand 1. un the shorts diminirfjed 
to almost notumg. The dribble of liqui­ 
dation was sufficient to turn prices down­ 
wards again, and they were only partly 
arrested at about Saturday night’s level, 
where the movement became very irreg­ 
ular at the closing. 
The principal influ­ 
ence in causing the doubtful mood 
amongst the professional bears was the 
sharp break in wheat. 
The fact that the break was largely 
due to technical causes and to a pres­ 
sure to realize oil the jiart of an over ex­ 
tended long interest did not seem to 
lessen its effect, in spite of the continued 
reports of the damage wrought to crops 
iu the northwest. 
The stock market 
was apparently as much oversold as tho 
wheat market was overbought, and pro­ 
fessional realizing caused the reaction 
in both cases. 
The apprehension caused by the Sat­ 
urday bank statement was also soothed 
to some extent. 
The conviction gained 
ground that the sharp decline in cash

It contains 
plank distinctly proclaiming the policy 
of the Republican party in the matter of 
legislation in reference to our island 
possessions, in the words I gave in my 
letter to the New York Journal. It con 
tains a direct approval of the policy of 
legislation in favor of the merchant ma­ 
rine of the country, all of which is 
omitted from Mr. Quigg’s platform. 
“ I have read the statement of Sena­ 
tor Fairbanks, which does not say any­ 
thing. 
It is not a question of whether 
he approved of the change of the plat­ 
form or not; it is a question of whether 
or not the revision which Mr. Quigg 
calls tho rewriting of the platform by 
him, changed the whole character of 
the document.

has been most advanced im price on pre­ 
dictions of a dividend disbursement, 
and whispers were current Monday that M 
the declaration of the dividend would ^ 
be at least deferred. 
The stock suffered 
to the exteut of four points at the low­ 
est level. 
Brooklyn Transit sold to 49, 
which was 2% below Saturday’s level. 
In sympathy with this acute weakness 
the whole market sold off, and appar­ 
ently the liquidation of last week WM 
renewed in iorce. 
But the market gave evidence later of 
being oversold, and the bears began to 
absorb stocks to cover their short con­ 
tracts 
The result was a general recovery of 
the earlier losses. 
But there was noth­ 
ing like demoralization amongst the 
bears, the covering movement being 
conducted in a well ordered manner. 
The bulls attempted to extend the ad­ 
vance, bur prices had not risen more 
than a traction above Saturday night’s 
level except iii Brooklyn Transit, when 
tho demand I, un the shorts diminiiaed 
to almost not mug. The dribble of liqui­ 
dation was sufficient to turn prices down­

The principal influ­ 
ence iii causing the doubtful mood 
amongst the professional bears was the 
sharp break in wheat. 
The fact that the break was largely 
due to technical causes and to a pres­ 
sure to realize ou the part of an ovor ex­ 
tended long interest did uot seem to 
lessen its effect, in spite of the continued 
reports u t the damage wrougiit to crops 
in the northwest. 
The stock market 
was apparently as much oversold as tho 
wheat market was overbought, aud pro­ 
fessional realizing caused the reaction 
in both cases. 
The apprehension caused by the Sat­ 
urday bauk statement was also soothed 
to some extent. 
The conviction gained 
ground that the sharp decline in cash 
reserves was due to preparation for the

conceded, its dignity was insulted when it was taken into an

tribunal; that, inasmuch as the courts of the United States had overridden 
this ju st and reasonable contention of the state of Ohio, and it being unwise 
and impolitic to resist the general government, which, through the courts, 
had declared the corporation of the Bank of the United States independent of 
and superior to the legislature and executive of Ohio, therefore it was, in 
fact, an alien and entitled to no sort of recognition by the sovereign whose 
Inherent jurisdiction it repudiated and defied. 
A bill accompanied the report, which was speedily enacted, a summary 
Of its provisions being as follow's: 
1. No sheriff or jailer was permitted to receive into his custody any per­ 
son arrested on mesne process, or taken or charged in execution at the suit 
of the bank or its officers, or any person committed for or on account of any 
offense charged to have been committed upon the property, rights, interests 
or corporate franeb’ses of the bnnk.

JA C O B BC Ii NKT O F HAM ILTON COUNTY. 


One of the most brilliant and able of Ohio's earlier statesmen 
and jurists 
was Judge Jacob Burnet of Hamilton county, and the strongest proof 
of tus­ 
hes in the fact that while he was the 
type of the political party in a hopeless 
minority during the first 20 years of 
the 
state’s 
history, 
after 
attaining 
statehood, his commanding ability won 
for him the graceful recognition of his 
political opponents, who conferred on 
bim high and worthy honors which 
might, without violating a single pro­ 
priety, have been bestowed elsewhere. 
Judge Burnet belonged to the strait­ 
est sect of the Federal school, while 
those who were in unchallenged con­ 
trol, first of the constitutional conven­ 
tion and later of the state offices and 
legislature, were Jefferson Democrats 
of the most aggressive kind, at war 
with any 
doctrine 
advocated by the 
Federalists and sleeplessly watchful th a t they should not be permitted to 
impress their ideas upon the policy of the new state. 
Yet recognizing in him a statesm anship too great to be Influenced by 
party environments, they freely sought his counsel in fram ing the organic 
law, although he was not a member of the convention. 
He had suggested 
all that was best under the territorial regime, and Kirker, Dunlavy, Morrow, 
Sargent, Massie, Baldwin, Wells and Huntington, while recognizing him as 
an opponent of the organization of the state government at that time, also 
knew that whatever he m ight advise as to the organic law would be safe and 
wise, nor were they at fault In their estimate. 
Thus it was that a Democratic legislature made him the chief justice 
of the supreme court with practical unanim ity, and his rare erudition added 
to the luster of the earlier jurisprudence of the commonwealth. 
The austei- 
itlee of his political ideas relaxed as time passed, and he became one of 
the founders and pillars of the W hig party in the west. 
Judge Burnet was born in Newark, N. J., in 1770, and died at Cin­ 
cinnati in 1853, the foremost citizen of the beautiful city he helped to found, 
and in the growth and greatness of which he took so great an Interest. 
He graduated from Princeton with Exalted honors, aud read law with 
Judge Boudinot, was admitted 
the bar and entered on the practice of tilt 
law in his native city. 
In 1796 he turned his face toward the great empire 
of the west, and located in the then straggling village of Cincinnati. 
Here 
he took up the practice and achieved a success up to the anticipations of the 
most enthusiastic youth, and left a nam e that will always be inseparable 
from the pages which record the history of his adopted state. 
He was one 
of the founders of the Cincinnati college, and both academic and popular 
education never had a more puissant champion. 
The many positions of trust and responsibility conferred upon him by 
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his fr!!ow-citir"r: 
discharged with singular fidelity. Caring little, I! 
anything, for state and national offices, he devoted the larger portion of his 
life to building up his city; serving the best interests of his m any clients, 
and in literary pursuits. 
W ithout his m atchless “ Notes On the Early Settle­ 
m ent of the Northwest Territory,” the historical w riter of the Twentieth 
century would be compelled to grope in darkness during the twilight of the 
eighteenth and the dawn of the nineteenth. 
He was elevated to the supreme bench of the state on th© 21 st of 
December, 1821, and held the position for the constitutional period of seven 
years. 
On the 10th of December, 1828, he was elected to the United States 
•enate, exchanging the ermine for the toga. 
He was chosen to the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of William Henry B arr icon, and retired from the 
office on the 4th day of March, 1831, 
He enjoyed a distinction so unique and exceptional that it does not 
belong to any other United States senator. 
He was a member of the 
French Academy of Sciences, and made such upon the motion of the Mar­ 
quis de La Fayette, with whom he was on the most intim ate social terms. 


THOM AS TOWING O F F A IR F IE L D COUNTY.

On the 16th of December, 1824, he was elected United States senator, 
receiving on the fourth and final ballot 58 votes, to 44 for Wyllys Stillman, 3 
for Thomas Worthington and 2 for Ethan Allen Brown. 
In 1828 he resigned as senator to accept the position of minister to ( o-
